W e have a few remarks to make on this w ork, al­ 
though several notices have already appeared, and most 
' o f them favorable ones. 
h is allowed by nil that it is got up in a tasteful 
style ; that the articles are written with elegance and 
spirit, and that the illustrations do credit (they merely 
sa y ) to the American 
burin. 
Great 
praise has also 
been justly allowed its editor, for originating a work ao 
ornamental to our literature, and for the conlidence thus 
practically expressed in the sterling merit o f American 
writers. 
In our opinion the Token com es up to a 
much higher standard than these praises alone would 
indicate. 
Its excellence as an American work does not result 
merely from 
its containing 
American productions, in 
writing and engraving, 
but 
especially 
from its being 
adapted to the American taste and character. Those ar­ 
tic le which seem intended to produce a moral effect, have 
the spirit o f our institutions, habits and manners ; while 
those which are more avowedly effusions o f taste— I lie 
creations o f rich minds, rejecting, as they do, all re­ 
course to foreign 
images or hackneyed sentiment— 
cannot fail, from their c taste and vigorousjbeauty, to re­ 
fresh the intellect, 
and gratify 
the taste o f the most 
fastidious. 
O f the former, wo would instance “ The 
JVew Y ear'» D a y " -—“ W ea lth an d F ash ion, and 
**C on stan ce 
A lle rto n " — o f the 
latter, “ D a n te's 
B e a tric e " — “ The J V e d d in g K n e ll" — “ The M in is­ 
te r 's B la ck 
V e il," and the many offerings to the 
muse, which occasionally 
vary this literary entertain­ 
ment. 
Among these latter, l ’ereival’s “ Vision” is a 
little gem , if nny thing so tender can be fittingly so 
etyled— its brilliancy rather resembling the warm and 
soft internal light o f som e little star, which grows upon 
you as you gaze, instead of dazzling with a cold bright­ 
ness. 
It it not our intention to analyze particularly any 
of these articles, but we cannot refrain from expressing 
our pleasure at the appearance o f such an article us 
“ Dante’s Beatrice.” 
There are few persons 
who have not 
an idea of 
Beatrice, as o f something angelic, and as one around 
whose name there is a halo o f brilliancy— still— so few 
can read Dante in the original, 
enough to make this 
idea a h ea rtfelt one, that this article, so clear in its 
simplicity, and so feminine in its tenderness, must be 
quite a new source of pleasure. 
You have only to turr 
from the biography to the engraving, to realize the just­ 
ness of the eulogies 
o f her person and mind, and feel 
how completely the one 
relluctcd brightness on the 
other. 
T he engraver ( C h en ey) has here shown how richly 
he merits the high name he enjoys with his fellow 
artists, although w e fear, that many o f the every-day 
praisers o f C h en ey a re 
not 
a w a re o f the re a l 
stre n g th o f his rep u ta tio n . 
In fact, for delicacy of 
outline, justness o f chiaroscuro, and subtleness o f ex­ 
pression, we would challenge any of.Morghen’s happiest 
engravings from Titian or Raphael, to surpass this one 
o f the artist’s from Alston’s Beatrice. 
Let them he 
placed side hy side, and if Cheney stand the test, as 
well as w e are convinced he w ill, tins surely will shew 
him deserving of higher praise, than has, as yet, been 
awarded him. 
L e tu s b ew a re lest h avin g a p ro p h et 
w ith u s, w e kn ow it not. 
If on a review o f our re­ 
marks, llie reader be startled to observe the unqualified 
tone of praise running through them, w e would only 
add, that while w e have taken pleasure in noticing the 
beauties o f the above work, w e have not affirmed it 
faultless— but we choose to consider ourselves guests 
at the Editor’s table, where, if we find good wines, 
w e can better shew our breeding and taste by the just 
appreciation of delicate flavors and discovery o f subtle 
fragrancies, than by making wry faces over a chance 
bottle, however sou r it may turn out to bo.

R I II E D I T O It-* W e perceive by vnnr paper 
i" a 31st, that '¡i* Henson ha- tell himself < ailed noon to "ex­ 
pose the false statements” trade bv u* as a eotttil'ittee of the 
W . L, I. on the 17th of October. 
It is with great reluctance 
that we are compelled by the abusive article alluded to. to lay 
before the public some further facts connected with the "uf- 
fair” between Mr Benson and the W. L. I. 
We are aware that 
it is a subject in which the public take but little interest; but 
as Mr Henson has seen fit to brand a whole corps, and partic­ 
ularly their committee, with uttering gross “ twaddle (turat­ 
ile) and falsehood,” and a* nome might, by his unblushing ef­ 
frontery, he still led into error, they h ive felt it to be their du­ 
ly to give the subject a candid re-examination, hoping there­ 
by to lay il still more clearly before the public. 
If any one i- 
Convinced that Mr Benson has shown a single statement 
made by the committee to be false, such conviction most re-t 
on his assertion* alone, for he has produced scarcely n shadow 
of proof in support of the ungentlemnnly language in which 
he seems to delight, and which appears to be hi* only weapon 
of attack and defence. 
He think* "it is doubtful whether they 
could find five members who served with him ithnt would be 
willing, to subscribe to statements made by us. 
'I he commit­ 
tee are aware upon reflection, that their statements were by 
far too mild to do f u l l ju stice to him Who was tin ir subject. 
They stated facts, it is irue, hut thev refrained from staling n't 
the facts connected with his misconduct ; hoping that what 
they did say would induce him to clear avvav «out« of the 
clouds which hung over his character ns an honorable man and 
a soldier. 
They hail more confidence in his honesty, integri­ 
ty, and capacity, than the facts would warrant, which, upon 
a more careful examination nt the subject, have forced them­ 
selves upon their minds, As Mr Benson has charged the W. 
!.. I. with enterlaining feelings of ill will toward* the Lnfay. 
ette Guards ns a corps, the committee would take this ocra 
«ion to sny, in behalf of the company, that this charge is 
wholly without foundation. They are aware that there are 
many in that corps who are entitled lo respect ns soldiers, as 
nteu and citizens, associated for the same common purpose* 
with ourselves—the preservation oi order nt home, and defence 
against enemies from abroad. 
Entertaining these fVciing* 
towards them, we feel it to lie our duty to make such further 
statements of facts as shall induce them to keep a watch lui 
eye upon one, who, whatever may he his character as a pri­ 
vate citizen, has, by the maimer he has kepi (or rather not 
kept) the accounts of the VV L. I., shown himself to be capa­ 
ble of performing acts well calculated to stagger the confi lenoe 
of all honest men in the purity o f his m otives. 
He snys he 
served a? Clerk and Treasurer about four year*. 
This is true, 
and it is further true, thatwliut few papersh* returned to the 
company at the time he was discharged from these oillces, 
were in such a state of confusion and disorder, that bis suc­ 
cessors were obliged tocall upon the company to appoint sev­ 
eral committees to Wait upon hint, for the purpose o f obtaining 
such hooks, papers,dec. ns were supposed io be still iu his pos­ 
session, believing that with the assistance of the-e they would 
be aide to dispel the darkness in which they found his uccuimts 
enveloped. 
He persisted,however, in retaining them until he waa wait­ 
ed upon hy the present committee, (after his communication 
of the 7th of October,) and given to understand that if he still 
refused to give them up, they should lay his conduct before the 
public, upon the strength of such evidence as they already 
had In their possession—upon which lie did, on the I6ih of 
October, 1835, after about two years irom the tune ho was 
discharged as Treasurer, return such hooks, pnpers, and other 
property, as he acknowledges he had in his possession, into 
the hands of the company. 
But instead of throwing any light 
upon his former doings, they served but to cast unother shade 
of darkness over the w hole;—and what is the most astonish­ 
ing circumstance is, that among »lithe hooks and papers re­ 
turned by hirnjto the company, scarcely the vestiste o f a rec­ 
ord is to I be fo u n d , for two years that he served ns Clerk !— 
at a time, ton, when the active men in the ranks numbered 
over 100, besides the fine members, the amonnt of whose flues 
agreeably to the constitution of the corps, passed directly into 
his hands ! ! And yet he ha* the fa ce to talk «bout g ivin g 
the company money, and ol having performed services gratu- 
itous/y ! Mr Benson object* to the committee, on the ground 
that they were not all members of the corps nt the time he 
was attached to it, “ ami therefore not suitable men to give an 
account of the affairs” between him and the company. 
The 
committee would inform Mr Henson, that the majority of them 
were members at the same time that he was, and they feel 
themseivesjcompetjiit to give an account o f their own “a f­ 
fairs,” so furai least as they relate to him. 
It is true they did not take an active part in the "manage­ 
ment” of the financial “affairs” of the company nt that tirne— 
that part.it seems, was left entirely to Mr Henson, although 
the constitution of the corps provides a salutary check upon 
him, vested in the person of the com m ander, which, it proper­ 
ty exercised, would never have allowed such glaring abuses to 
creep into practice, as are shown by the facts before slated. 
“They say that the report made hy the committee was not 
satisfactory. Now, one of the committee assures me that 
there was not a woid ssid hy any one iu the company to that 
effect.” 
W e would ask Mr B. if he expects the “hearsay ” testimo­ 
ny to weigh against the acts o f« majority of the members ofj 
the corps I—act* which said to him in language not to he 
misunderstood, that he could not have his discharge til he 
had ¿¡veil a f u l l and satisfactory account of the large amount 
of money and other property which had passed into Iti- bunds. 
Mr Benson denies that lie was a member of the corps in June, 
1833, but admits that he “did appear with them hy particular 
invitation” at that time. 
This mistake will be rectified by the 
2lst(nrticle of the constitution of thecorpa, as lollow s“ All com ­ 
pany expenses shall be homo equally by every enrolled member 
thereof, and no one shall appear or per form duty in the ranks 
o f this corps unless he be a regular member o f the com pany.” 
This “particular invitation” must therefore have been iu lorrn 
of h command—the same as was tendered to every oilier mem­ 
ber of the corps on that occasion. 
If fui ther proof were want­ 
ing to show that he was*4« regular member* nt that time, and 
continued so to the time stated by the com mittee, it may be 
lound in the fact, that his name appears upon the tecords as 
taking un active part in the private meetings of tlie corps, after 
the parade in June, 1333, which he could not have done had 
he not been “a regular member” ol the corps. 
Alt this goes to «how tlist notwithstanding he has “ perform­ 
ed tiie duty of Treasuier about four years, nod tho duty of 
Clerk about the same length of lim o,” lie is still ignorant ol the 
provisions o f the constitution and by-laws of the corps, and 
therefore inci mpetcnt to decide whether lie has complied with 
them or not. 
He denies that he was discharged from ihe otiiee 
<»1 Treasurer, and says ho served lit* time fully out, viz: up to 
January, 1833, at winch time the Treasurer is chosen for the 
following year, the company having the right to remove him at 
pleasure. 
1 hut he served hi* time “ fully out” may lie Irue ; 
the only im poitint m is tak e he has here mado, is infixing tho 
tim e at which Ins seiv.ees terminated ns Treasurer. 
In Iti* 
communication of the 7ih oi October, lie rays—1“dinoe the sct- 
itement with the Committee in 1833, i have received in amount, 
collected by an Attorney of the VV. L I., $14.81 ” This proves 
that lie was Treasurer after that date, because tho constitution 
of tho Corps provides that the Treasuier only shall recoivo and 
My out money on account of the company, 
if, then, he was 
Treasurer after Jan. 7til, 1833, h« must have been discharged, 
because tin; committee have rec»-ii»ls of money paid the com­ 
pany in Nov. 1833, »igned hy J. 11 Cook, us treasuier. 
lie 
says the records will show that lie was not requested to re­ 
sign. and that ho was urged to serve another year. 
The Com­ 
mittee have upon this soggettimi of Mr B. given the records 
another careful examination, thinking it possible they might 
hove overlooked something which would show at what partic­ 
ular time ho wa* discharged from, or at what tin s Mr J. It 
Cook i at present a member of the Lafayette Guards) w as chosen 
to fill the nflico of TreasU.er 
Hut they have looked in vain, 
and are obliged therefore to rely iu this piilicular upon Mr B.’s 
own statement, and upon sucii other evidence as the nature of 
tho case will admit. 
« T h e committee stated that Mr Ran«on was called upon re­ 
peatedly to deliver the books and other property iu hi* posse» 
sion, a| the time be was discharged from the office of Treasurer, 
into Hie hand* of the company—that he refused so to do, and 
that he retained them in his posies» inn till ihe 17th of October.

ha* such a potent effect upon to* sensitive mind,

have So frightened him ihat he hardly knows which way to 
run, and, m bis contusion, lie iutngitics every one who passe- 
him to cry out “CoWare,” “ twaddle,” “ falsehood,** Itc, until 
such terms have b corns so impressed upon bis wandering 
mind, that be give* utterance to them indisci .innately—having, 
perbap*, a vague idea, ihat he shall escape in th: cmi itsUm 
which he imagines Ire shall l»v su-li me in* create.
